Financial markets had been eagerly awaiting 
Greenspan’s first report on economic conditions 
since the Persian Gulf turmoil began. But for the 
most part they reacted with disappointment as the 
Fed chief seemed to dash hopes of a quick move to 
lower interest rates. 

The Dow Jones industrial average was down al- 
most 10 points in late afternoon trading.

Greenspan’s comments represented a setback 
for the Bush administration as well. 

The administration has been lobbying for 
months for the Fed to lower interest rates in order 
to avert the first economic downturn since the 
1981-82 recession. 

Greenspan said at present the economy was still 
growing, although at a very slow pace. But he 
mentioned a number of negative impacts stemming 
from the more than $10 per barrel rise in oil prices 
since Aug. 2, and said prospects of a future down- 
turn could not be ruled out. 

While refusing to say whether the chance of a 
recession was now above 50 percent, he did say, 
“The oil shock has clearly increased both the proba- 
bility of inflation and recession.” 

Greenspan did not signal that the Fed either had 
eased credit already, or was planning any immedi- 
ate easing moves.

In intensive care 
after brain surgery

President Ezra Taft Benson, the 
91-year-old president of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
is listed in serious but stable condi- 
tion at LDS Hospital after having 
brain surgery Wednesday after- 
noon. 

After being admitted Tuesday af- 
ternoon for experiencing difficulty in 
swallowing and suffering from 
severe headaches, President Benson 
had an operation the next day for 
two blood clots on his brain. The pro- 
cedure was aimed at draining the 
clots and removing fluid from be- 
tween the skull and the lining of the 
brain. 

“In essence, everything went 
well,” said Church spokesman, Don 
LeFevre, relying on information 
from President Benson’s neurosur- 

_geon, Dr. Bruce F. Sorensen. 

“For a man of 91, he’s very 
strong,” Sorensen said. 

The clot, on the right side of his 
brain, was easily drained through a 
burr hole drilled in the skull, but re- 
moval of the left-side clot required a 
craniotomy, or removal of a piece of 
the skull, Sorensen said. Benson 
went into surgery about 11:30 a.m. 
and came out shortly before 2 p.m. 

The clots had an acute component, 
meaning they had formed within the 
past week, Sorensen said. But fam- 
ily members knew of no falls or in- 
juries that might have caused them. 

“Why they are there, we don’t 
know,” Sorensen said. 

Sorensen’s chief concern was that 
new clots could accumulate. The ail- 
ment could have a significant impact 
on President Benson’s mental capac- 
ity, but that cannot be immediately 
determined, he said. 

President Benson is in the inten-

sive care unit now, Sorensen said. 
He will remain there for at least two 
more days while drains in each side 
of his head are used to remove saline 
solution used to irrigate the areas 
where the clots were located. 

President Benson will then be 
moved to a private room and _ hospi- 
talized for another seven to eight 
days. 

Sorenson said the surgery is a rel- 
atively common procedure, and he 
performs about five or six operations 
of the same nature every month for 
the elderly, according to LeFevre. 

The surgery was the same as that 
performed three times, in two years, 
on President Benson’s predecessor, 
President Spencer W. Kimball. 
Sorensen also treated President 
Kimball. 


lraq confiscates assets; 
416 hostages released

Baghdad, on Wednesday, began 
confiscating all foreign assets from 
countries imposing sanctions on Iraq, 
but it allowed another planeload of 
110 American women and children to 
fly to freedom. 

International support grew for a 
proposed air embargo against Iraq. 
So did worries about the economic 
fallout from the 


Kuwait, where another charter flight 
was scheduled for Saturday. 

So far, about 1,500 Americans have 
been allowed to leave Iraq and 
Kuwait, but 1,000 more remain be- 
hind. Iraqi soldiers have captured at 
least 90 American men — as well as 
other Westerners — and are holding 
them hostage at unknown locations. 

Many Westerners are reported to 
be hiding in Kuwait, and Iraq has

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Poland’s communist president to quit 


WARSAW, Poland — Gen. Wojciech Jaruzelski, who as Communist leader 
tried to crush Solidarity in 1981 and all but surrendered power last year, will 
step down early as president, his office announced Wednesday. 

The move will allow Poland, the first East bloc country to oust ruling 
Communists when a Solidarity-led government was formed last year, to 
complete its transition to democracy with the popular election of a president. 

On Monday, Solidarity chairman Lech Walesa became the first person to 
declare his candidacy for the post. Prime Minister Tadeusz Mazowiecki is also 
known to be considering a bid for president. 

Parliament is to begin debate Thursday on a schedule for the elections, 
which are expected as early as this fall and no later than the spring. 

Jaruzelski’s announcement came a day after he met with Walesa and Ma- 
zowiecki and they agreed on accelerating plans for holding post-Communist 
Poland’s first fully democratic general elections. 

The current Parliament, elected last year, includes members from the old 
regime who, as part of a political compromise, took seats without a challenge at 
the polls. 

A spokesman for Jaruzelski said the general wishes Parliament “to enable 
him to transfer the office he holds to a president chosen in a general election.” 

Jaruzelski was elected to a six-year term as president by Parliament in July 
1989. 


Voters oust incumbents in Mass. election 


WASHINGTON — In a primary election that was reminiscent of the 
French Revolution, heads rolled at all levels of the Massachusetts ballot. 

“A lot of voters have been very angry for a long time, and they finally got a 
chance to go to the ballot and say so,” said Ralph Whitehead, analyst at the 
University of Massachusetts. 

In the Democratic primary, John Silber easily defeated former Attorney 
General Francis Bellotti for the nomination to succeed Gov. Michael Dukakis. 
Silber, on leave as president of Boston University, ran as the anti-establish- 
ment candidate. 

Winning the Republican gubernatorial nomination was former U.S. Attor- 
ney William Weld, who also ran an outsider’s campaign against state House 
Republican Leader Steven Pierce. 

Candidates all the way down the ballot who held elective office were de-

feated, including Attorney General James Shannon, who said he was swept - 


away by a political “tidal wave.” 


Legislation could limit gas-guzzling cars 


WASHINGTON — America’s gas-guzzling cars are under the heaviest 
attack in more than a decade as the Mideast crisis brings home the country’s 
reliance on foreign oil. 

And Detroit is shuddering. 

Thursday, the Senate is expected to take up a bill that would require 
automakers to produce cars with an average gas mileage of 40 miles per gallon. 

The bill was once given scant chance, but industry lobbyists and members of 
the Bush administration now say they’re concerned the measure may sneak 
through as Congress searches for a response to the crisis in the Persian Gulf. 

The spotlight shining once more on efficient cars could not have caught 
automakers at a worse time. For years, they have been increasingly pushing 
performance over gasoline savings. . 

Transportation Secretary Samuel Skinner said the “near hysteria” over the 
Mideast situation may propel the legislation through Congress even though, 
he insisted, the mileage goals are “unrealistic, irresponsible and, more impor- 
tant, unattainable.” He said he would urge President Bush to veto the bill if it 
reaches his desk.

NEW YORK — More than 100,000 New Yorkers are sniffing around for 
jobs as sanitation workers, smelling security in the city’s mountains of 
garbage. 

It’s arecord turnout of applicants for any city job, officials said Wednesday, 
and at least one of them thinks he knows why. 

“For somebody who likes the outdoors, it’s a good, clean living,” said 
Sanitation Department spokesman Vito Turso. “You can build up your mus- 
cles, and then get them tanned.” 

Turso’s right —the pay is $23,104 per year to start, with the salary climbing 
to $35,000 after five years. With overtime, and a likely raise with the next city 
contract, it’s obvious that garbage can be golden.

Scientist claims cold fusion verification 


HONOLULU —A University of Hawaii scientist performing “cold fusion” 
experiments has issued a revised report on her work that claims to have 
produced excess energy. 

The findings of UK researcher Bor Yann Liaw have been criticized by other 
university scientists, who say she is misreading the results of her work. 

In the past, Liaw said her experiments had only produced excess power. 
Her revised conclusions state that excess heat also was generated. 

Liaw said a California laboratory that analyzed her experiment concluded 
the experiment’s electrode showed the presence of helium-4 — possibly indi- 
cating a nuclear reaction. 

Some scientists say such a reaction is not possible at the temperatures used 
in the experiments. 

The cold fusion process was first announced in March 1989 by University of 
Utah researcher Stanley Pons and his British colleague, Martin Fleishmann. 

The controversial experiment has split the scientific community.

Curb Olympic costs 


Despite Atlanta’s win, Utah officials have not given up on their dream of 


hosting the 1998 Winter Olympics. 


But their pipe dream may be Utah taxpayers’ worst nightmare. 

Voters may be questioning their decision in November to use $56 million in 
sales tax revenue to bid for the Olympics. The price tag may just be a little too 
high for a state struggling to keep its school system above water.

Costs continue to skyrocket 
while the chances for Utah to win 
the bid are decreasing. Alexis 
Kelner, chairman of the Utahns 
for Responsible Public Spending 
said, in a Daily Universe article, 
that if Utah loses the 1998 

= Olympics, it will cost an extra $5 


million a year to maintain a skating oval, ski jumps and bobsled-luge in place 


until 2002. 


But Gov. Norm Bangerter dismissed fears that voters would like to pull out, 


saying, “I think they’re in it with us . 


.. and it would do them more than a 


disservice to imply in any way that the people of Utah are going to cut and 


run.” 


But there is little doubt the bidding process is an expensive risk to take with 


no guarantees. 


The bidding process has come to resemble a high-rolling gambling spree 
much more than a simple selection process. For those involved, the pre-game 
wining-and-dining are probably more fun than the Olympics. 

In the past, offers of first-class flights to distant locations and expensive 
gifts for members of the International Olympic Committee have become the 
rule, not the exception, in bidding for the Olympics. 

The magnitude of our bid shows Utah isn’t immune to these pressures. 

Bidding for the Olympics isn’t wrong, but the game we play to host the 
Games is incongruent with the ideals of the Olympics themselves. 

It appears the IOC is of the same opinion. Following the announcement of 
Atlanta’s successful bid, they announced strict new spending limitations. 

We should reduce our Olympic expenditure to an acceptable level, or 


withdraw our bid entirely.

Later, Heisman lobbied in favor of 
| the forward pass, and in 1906 it:-was 
legalized. 

The trophy was first awarded on 
Dec. 9, 1935..to Jay Berwanger from 
Chicago. It was named the D.A.C. 
|| Trophy, after the Downtown Ath- 
letic Club in New York City. The

“We have had a lot of guys that 
have come close and have been very 
deserving of the trophy. It makes 
me feel good when good things hap- 
pen to the players.” 

Although the Heisman Trophy is 
intended to go to the best player in 
college each year, some feel that’s 
not always true. Robbie Bosco, of- 
fensive assistant coach, agrees. “I 
think a lot of times it hasn’t been 
given to the best college player. It’s 
tough to have to pick one person.” 

Edwards has similar feelings 
about the Heisman. “The most 
glamorous players such as quarter- 
backs, running backs and receivers 
usually get the award. They will 
rarely give the award to a lineman,” 

The Heisman Memorial Trophy is 
full of tradition.
